WASHINGTON (AP) — Evi- 
dence was building today that 
the United States was preparing 
for broader military action in 
Southeast Asia unless the crisis 
there cools off soon.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Ohio 
hopes to receive a federal bonus 
of more 
than 
$200,000 if it 
can remove the three allegedly 
illegal billboards which rem ain 
along Interstate 90 in Ashtabula 
County, a top Highway D epart­ 
ment official says.

Giles, 
assistant

Highway Director P. E. Mash- 
eter, said the last three appar­ 
ently illegal billboards along the 
superhighway in the county cur­ 
rently are protected from re­ 
moval by a tem porary restrain­ 
ing order. 
All three signs lie within 660 
feet 
of 
the 
highway, 
GUes 
said, which makes them illegal 
under a state law enacted in 
1961. 
Giles said the three signs are 
owned by Consolite Co. of Fre­ 
mont. 
He said that at the beginning 
of the year 16 illegal billboares 
were located along Interstate 
90 in Ashtabula County. He said 
notices were sent to the bill­ 
board owners and the owners 
of property on which the signs 
were located, ordering their re­ 
moval within 30 days.

voluntarily, 
in­ 
cluding one owned by Consolite

“ They will be bridges of in­ 
creased trade, of ideas, of vis­ 
itors and of hum anitarian aid,” 
Johnson said in an address be­ 
fore the “captains and compan­ 
ions” of the late World War II 
Army chief of staff and cold 
war Secretary of State, George 
C. Marshall. 
Johnson described 
Marshall 
as “ among the noblest Ameri­ 
cans of them all. Not only a 
great soldier, not only a great 
statesm an, he was first and 
foremost a great m an.” 
Johnson’s rem arks came in a 
speech delivered at the dedica­ 
tion of George C. Marshall Re­ 
search Library. 
Assembled for the ceremonies 
at Marshall’s alma m ater, Vir­

But the correct­ 
ness of his conviction has not 
changed.” 
The vision of the Marshall 
Plan, the President said, was to 
strengthen the ability “ of every 
European people to select and 
shape its own society...to bring 
every European nation closer to 
its neighbors in the relation­ 
ships of peace.” 
This, he said, will not be 
brought about by any sudden 
settlement or dram atic deed 
“ But the nations of Eastern 
Europe are beginning to reas­ 
sert their own identity.” he de­ 
clared. “ There is no longer a 
single Iron Curtain.

WASHINGTON (AP) _ Morti­ 
mer M. Caplin, who sought to 
provide friendly service in what 
many U.S. citizens regard as 
an unfriendly field — collecting 
taxes — is quitting his job as 
commissioner of Internal Rev­ 
enue.

Records Show 
County Still 
Largely Rural 


By BILL LEMMEL 
Extension Trainee 
Pickaway, unlike many other 
counties, is still largely rurail. 
In 1960 total population was 
35,855, with 69.2 per cent rural, 
or 24,796 people. The year 1950 
showed a 70.3 per cent rural pop­ 
ulation. 
The percentage between rural 
and urban life has not changed 
significantly in the last IO years. 
Another population compari­ 
son is the number of people per 
square mile. In 1960, there were 
70.7 people compared to 1950 
when there were 57.9 people per 
square mile. 
Since rural areas comprise a 
greater portion of the county, 
it’s interesting to l o o k at 
changes in this county. Total 
farm acreage decreased from 
322,591 acres in 1950 to 306,774 
in 1960. 
During the same period aver­ 
age site of farms increased 
from 184.3 to 225.6 acres. This 
is not just common to Picka­ 
way County. 
Even though the county had 
some decrease in farm acreage, 
there still is 94.5 per cent of 
Pickaway land in farms. T e n 
years ago it was 99.4 per cent. 
Has the source of farm in­ 
come changed in the last five 
years? This was a question ask­ 
ed the other day. For the last 
five years, figures show the 
main sources of income were 
hogs, cattle, corn, wheat, dairy, 
poultry, soybeans and t r u c k 
farming in that order. It has 
been in this order for the last 
five years except in 1960 when 
cattle and corn switched places 
and in 1962 when soybeans and 
poultry switched. 
The main three changed very 
little. But lower down, percent 
of income from each is small so 
they may switch often. 
Records show 
farm income 
from these enterprises as: hogs 
— 28-30 per cent; cattle — 18-19 
per cent; corn — 13-14 per cent; 
wheat — 9-10 per cent; dairy— 
8-9 per cent; poultry — 7-8 per 
cent; soybeans — 6-7 per cent; 
truck farming, 3 per cent; and 
5 per cent miscellaneous.

Pickaway

until today the county has more 
than 1,000 members enrolled. 
Besides more members, there 
are more club advisers who 
are putting in more time.

Bottum sees some basic rea­ 
sons for the popularity in con­ 
gress of the direct payment ap­ 
proach. First, direct payments 
allow farm incomes to be bol­ 
stered at the same time com­ 
modity prices are being lowered 
to the world level in order to be 
more competitive and to re­ 
duce the government c o s t of 
subsidizing exports. 
The would - be lower incomes 
to farmers can be offset to some 
extent by a form of direct p a y ­ 
ment. Also, direct payments ap­ 
ply only to the normal produc­ 
tion or a portion of the normal 
production from the a c r e a g e 
grown, rather than to actual 


production. To some degree this 
reduces the farmer’sincentive 
to over - produce. 
Finally, the cost of pa y * 
ments under this type of pro­ 
gram generally can be trans­ 
ferred to someone other than 
the taxpayer. For example, 
under the 1964 wheat program, 
the cost of the 70-cent-a-bush- 
el demosetic marketing certif- 
i c a t e s will be transferred 
through the processor to th e 
consumer. 
Under the feed g r a in pro­ 
grams, direct payments are fi 
nanced by the sale of CCC com­ 
modities in storage, thus reduc 
ing storage stocks and taxpayer 
costs.

Utilizing Proven Practices 
Can Mean Improved Lawns

Lawns add beauty to your 
home and are nice places for 
picnics 
and 
recreation 
and 
many other activities. Here are 
a few 
practices 
to help you 
maintain a good lawn. 
Reseeding bare spots: Many 
people go out in the spring with 
a bag of grass seed in their 
arms and proceed to throw it 
on bare spots. Grass seedlings 
have little chance in old sod. 
Do not use unless areas of at 
least one square foot are notice­ 
able. Instead of just spreading 
seed on a thin lawn, use-ferti- 
lizer and intelligent cutting, not 
seed. 
In case of bare spots, follow 
these five procedures: (I) pre­ 
pare seedbed with a rake to a 
depth of about 3 inches. (2) Ap­ 
ply fertilizer and work into the 
surface of the soil. (3) Sow seed 
of same mixture of grass as is 
present in rest of lawn. (4) Rake 
lightly, just to cover seed. Do 
not cover too deep. (5) Firm soil 
and apply mulch or straw or 
peat moss. If you have a place 
to get sections of sod, they are 
better than seed on small bare 
spots. 
Mowing: Mow high in Ken­ 
tucky bluegreass lawns (2-2Vfc 
inches). Leaf food is produced 
through 
action 
of 
sunlight. 
Therefore, the more leaf, the 
more food, which results in 
more roots and a stronger plant. 
The top of the plant is pro­ 
portioned 
to root depth and 
strength. Either a reel or rotary 
type mower can be used. Many 
reel types cannot be adjusted 
that high. When grass is cut 
too short, the beauty and vigor 
of the lawn will be reduced. 
Be sure to set mower at rec­ 
ommended height. When adjust­ 
ing it, set the mower on a flat 
surface.

to mow the yard on weekends 
does not mean it should be mow­ 
ed only once a week. You should 
not cut off more than one inch 
of leaf growth. If cut you take 
off two inches or more, the low­ 
er plant will be bleached and 
unsightly. 
You do not need to mow 
shaded areas as frequently as 
the area in the sun. The shad­ 
ed grass, if only cut few times, 
may live on many areas where 
otherwise it would die. 
Generally, if grass is cut pro­ 
perly the clipping can drop be­ 
tween blades of grass and serve 
as mulch. This conserves mois­ 
ture, keeps the soil cooler and 
permits re-use of the fertilizing 
materials in the grass. If you 
let grass grow until you could 
make hay off of it, these clip­ 
pings should be removed. 
Use of heavy fertilization may 
make it necessary to remove 
the clippings. This is best done 
with a grass catcher. Raking 
can cause injury to the grass. 
Merion bluegrass has a den­ 
ser sod, meaning little space for 
slippings to disappear. There­ 
fore it may be desirable to re­ 
move clippings.

Raking 
if 
done 
vigorously 
may 
break 
grass roots from soil, causing 
kill in your lawn. Rake very 
lightly and remove only dead 
leaves and twigs. Use a leaf 
broom or wooden rake, not a 
steel type. Do not attempt to 
get all dead grass out of lawn 
for it soon will disappear. 
Rolling: If trying to even out 
your lawn by rolling, you are 
doing is to bring the surface 
to its original level by pushing 
down bunches of grass which 
were heaved out of the ground 
by winter freezing and thawing. 
This may make mowing easier. 
If needed, roll the lawn once 
a year just after the frost has 
come out of the ground and 
when the soil is moist but not 
muddy. A roller without water 
weight is sufficient. 


New Grades 
Scheduled for 
VZ heat Crop 


Farmers will sell t h e i r 1964 
wheat crop under a new set of 
U. S. wheat grade standards, 
according to the local Extension 
office. 
Beginning July I, wheat will 
be graded “tough” when It 
contains more than 13.5 p e r 
c e n t 
moisture. Previously, 
wheat was so designated if 
the moisture ranged from 14 
through 15.5 per cent. When it 
was more than 15.5 it was des­ 
ignated as “sample” grade. 
Under the new grading sys­ 
tem, this latter designation will 
be dropped. Elevators pay a 
lower price for wheat with high 
moisture content. 
F a r m e r s need not let the 
grade revisions influence their 
harvesting schedule, 
say Ohio 
State University Extension spec­ 
ialists. 
• • * 
“THERE APPEARS to be no 
economic reason for giving up 
an early harvesting schedule be­ 
cause toe “tough” grade desig­ 
nation has been lowered to 13.5 
per cent,” according to Ross 
Milner, Extension economist in 
grain marketing. 
Grain dryers at county eleva­ 
tors and on farms have advanc­ 
ed wheat harvest dates on many 
Ohio farms. The university spec­ 
ialists say harvesting can begin 
five to IO days earlier by start­ 
ing when the 
moisture 
con­ 
tent of the grain is 18 per cent. 
Harvesting toe grain at these 
higher moisture levels, they ex­ 
plain, also enables farmers to 
operate their combines m o r e 
hours of the day and reduce 
shattering and related field loss­ 
es.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
third rate increase in five years 
for the Hospital Care Corpora­ 
tion of Southwestern Ohio (Blue 
Cross) has been approved by 
toe Ohio Department of Insur­ 
ance. 
The new fees are effective 
Oct. I. They range from $2 to 
$2.60-month 
for 
family 
care 
plans, and from 75 cents to $1-20 
for single persons. 
The increases were granted 
less than a month after the re­ 
quest was made, and approved 
without a public hearing by the 
Insurance Department. 
Earl H. Rammer, Blue Cross 
executive director in Cincinnati, 
said 
the Hospital Corp. 
has 
been “operating continuously in 
the red since the first of the 
year” and has lost nearly $1 
million in the first four months. 
The corporation covers 15 south 
western Ohio counties.

grow from activities in which 
the entire family participates. 
Cooking out-of-doors is an ex­ 
cellent activity that can be 
shared by a family. 
Outdoor cookery can be a 
creative effort and a valuable 
means of strengthening not (wily 
family ties, but also relation­ 
ships with friends outside toe 
home. Outdoor cookery sets toe 
stage for family members to 
see each other under relaxed 
and cheerful circumstances. 
Outdoor cookery is work, but 
it is “fun” work. Good plan­ 
ning is the key to a successful 
outdoor meal. 
Plan your menus to satisfy 
your family’s needs and appet­ 
ites. Eating out-of-doors shar­ 
pens appetites. A good rule is 
to serve simple meals that con­ 
sist of wily a few foods, b u t 
plenty of each food. 
If the cooking site is some 
distance from your home, pre­ 
pare some of the food at home. 
Keep all foods covered and 
and clean. 
Cooking out-of-doors may be 
done on equipment ranging from 
an old s t o v e grate propped 
level on stones to a fancy bar­ 
becue wagon with a motor-driv­ 
en spit. 
If you are purchasing your 
cooking equipment keep in mind 
these things: 
A simple brazier should have 
a fire bowl of at least 20 inches 
in diameter and an even larger 
bowl if your family is large. The 
brazier should have a wheel for 
raising and lowering toe grill. 
Is the equipment portable? Is 
it a satisfactory height if it is 
supported on a standard? Is toe 
standard sturdy so the brazier 
won’t fall over? Are toe grids 
close enough together so that 
food will not fall through the 
grate into the fire? Is the braz­ 
ier constructed of metal 
that 
will withstand intense heat? Is 
there a way to ventilate the 
fire? 
If you make your own fire­ 
place of stones, logs, bricks or 
concrete blocks and a grate, be 
sure toe grate is level to pre­ 
vent spilling liquids and to in­ 
sure that foods are evenly ex­ 
posed to the heat. 
If you use wood select it care­ 
fully. Use split logs rather than 
round, smooth ones. Soft woods 
burn quickly, cool rapidly, and 
leave very few glowing coals. 
Hardwoods burn slowly and pro­ 
vide excellent coals for broil­ 
ing, baking and toasting. Soft 
woods include pine, spruce, ced­ 
ar, asper, basswood, and birch. 
Hardwoods are oak, ash, hick­ 
ory, apple, walnut, cherry, and 
maple. 
Charcoal fires give coals that 
are hot for a considerable length 
of time. Select charcoal made 
from hardwoods. 
Buy a bag 
marked “hardwood” rather than 
one labeled “mixed woods” or 
“picnic charcoal.” 
Lumps and briquets are satis­ 
factory. Five pounds of briquets 
are sufficient to cook steaks and 
coffee for six 
people. 
Start 
a charcoal fire at least half an 
hour before you want to use it. 
Start to cook the food when 
all toe coals are covered with 
a gray ash. Spread the coals 
out evenly with a poker or stick 
and tap them lightly to knock 
off the ash. Avoid cooking while 
there are flames. 
Trim off some of the fat on 
steaks to avoid spitting and 
flaring of the fire. If toe fire 
should flare up move the coals 
apart and douse toe flames with 
a little water 
Leave the cookout site clean 


and attractive whether it is your 
own backyard or in a public 
park. Put out the fire com­ 
pletely. Do not pour water into 
a hot brazier or charcoal burn­ 
er.

Fresh Produce 
Retail Market 
On Increase 


Consumers* tastes for fresh, 
high quality produce are sup­ 
porting a growing retail mar­ 
ket a m o n g Ohio farmers, ac­ 
cording to M. E. Cravens and 
J. E. Jeffries, agricultural econ­ 
omists at the Ohio Agricultur­ 
al Experiment Station. 
The researchers found that 
95 farmers operating 
retail 
produce s t a n d s in Frank­ 
lin County rang up sales to­ 
taling nearly $500,000 during 
1961. 
Another study made among a 
cross section of Franklin Coun 
ty farmers showed that anoth­ 
er $110,000 worth of products 
was sold at retail by farmers 
having no market or stand. 
These sales were mostly eggs 
sold directly from the house or 
bam to neighbors who knew that 
the products were for sale. 
Although the total is not large 
when compared wih toe total 
of $15.3 million f a r m product 
sales in the county during toe 
year, or $20-25 million estima- 
ed produce sales in retail food 
stores, it is important to those 
who sell to consumers. 
* • • 
SOME individual f a r m e r s 
earn most of their income from 
retail sales of farm products, 
and many consumers depend on 
these outlets. Further, farm re­ 
tailing gives work tc a large 
amount of family labor. T h i s 
also makes good use of the bet­ 
ter locations for retail selling. 
One group liked toe independ­ 
ence and freedom of being their 
own boss which they found in 
retailing produce. Others didn’t 
like the fact that they were forc­ 
ed to cater to a large number 
of customers at o d d hours and 
on days suitable to the custo­ 
mers.

LONDON, Ont. (A P) — The 
G reat Lakes could become a 
reservoir for tile entire m idsec­ 
tion of the N orth A m erican con­

Prof. Allen Philbrick said the 
available w ater supply of tile 
G reat Lakes could be doubled 
ny adding to the lakes 20 billion 
gallons of desalinized sea w ater 
a day. A y e a r’s supply of w ater 
for the region could be stored 
with less than five inches of 
rise in the level of the lakes, 
he told the C anadian Associa 
tion of G eographers at the Uni­ 
versity of W estern Ontario.

Equitation or horsemanship is 
the art of horseback riding. 
Equitation in its pure sense 
is considered to mean that the 
mount is ridden with the least 
amount of effort shown by t h e 
rider. In contrast the rider gains 
the same objective but by I e s s 
subtle 
methods in horseman­ 
ship. 
In the majority of recognized 
shows, riders must not have 
reached their 18th birthday by 
January I of the current year. 
The general judging require­ 
ments are the fall of the mount 
or the rider shall eliminate t h e 
contender. Also any rider n o t 
having his mount under suffici­ 
ent control shall be dismissed. 
The riders must remain on 
the same mount until the judge 
requests a change and shall not 
be asked to perform a test on 
another mount until he has done 
the same on his own mount with 
the exception of riding without 
stirups. 
No attendants or grooms are 
allowed in the ring except at the 
request of the judge. During in­ 
dividual workouts the judges 
instructions shall be over a pub­ 
lic address system. 
Unsoundness of the m o u n t 
shall not penalize the rider un­ 
less it impairs the required per­ 
formance, in 
such 
cases 
the 
penalty is at the Judge’s discre­ 
tion. 
Offering of money prizes in 
cdasses of equitation is forbid­ 
den. Under rules covering inter­ 
national sports, a competitor ac­ 
cepting money becomes a pro­ 
fessional. 
In equitation classes, the rid­ 
er is a competitor. In other clas­ 
ses of torse shows, the animal 
is the competitor. 
Saddle Seat Equitation ( F l a t 
saddle seat and hands): The re- 
guired equitation seat should not 
be exaggerated but efficient and 
comfortable for riding the type 
of horse at any gait for a n y 
length of time. The rider should 
convey the impression of effec­ 
tive and easy control. The same 
rule applies in showing horses, 
to show a horse well, he should 
show himself to the best advan­ 
tage. 
Ring generalship is taken into 
consideration by the judges and 
the complete picture of horse 
and rider is of major import­ 
ance. 
The riders are asked to do 
three required gaits which are 
the walk, trot and canter. At the 


walk the r i d e r should have 
only slight motion in the saddle. 
At the trot, the rider should be 
at a slight elevation in the sad­ 
dle. T h e r e should be no me­ 
chanical posting or moving up 
and down in the saddle with a 
minimum movement of the legs 
which should not be swinging 
forward or backwards. 
In the canter the rider should 
sit close and be going with the 
horse. The appointments of the 
rider shall be neat, the tack 
clean and in good repair and the 
mount well groomed. 
An informal attire should have 
conservation and solid colors 
with a riding derby. Formal at­ 
tire is even more conservative 
in color with a tuxedo type jack­ 
et, top hat and gloves. Spurs 
and whips are optional. The bri­ 
dles are double type and a flat 
English saddle. 
The class enters the ring at a 
trot proceeding in a counter­ 
clockwise direction, making at 
least one turn around the ring 
at each gait and on command 
r e v e r s e and repeat in t h e 
opposite direction. 
They are then asked to line up 
and may be asked to do one or 
more individual tests depending 
upon the age group of the rid­ 
ers. The r i d e r s are usually 
grouped according to age. 
Hunter Seat Equitation: T h e 
same general judging require­ 
ments apply in this division but 
the position in the saddle is 
more forward than that of the 
s a d d l e seat rider. This posi­ 
tion is called the forward seat or 
the Italian seat and 
is used 
only by riders in the hunters and 
jumpers division. 
The toe should be out, ankles 
f l e x e d , heels down, and the 
calf of the leg in contact with 
the h o r s e slightly behind the 
girth. Hie position of the feet 
in the irons s h o u l d be on the 
ball crf the foot or shoved home 
(in the stirup to the heel). 
The body should be vertical at 
the walk and slow trot. W h i l e 
posting the trot the rider should 
be enclined forward and at the 
canter the position should be 
halfway 
between 
the 
posting 
c a n t e r and the walk. While 
galloping and jumping the body 
should be in the same position 
as in posting the trot. 
The appointments should be 
any suitable tweed or melton 
coat for hunting, breeches and 
boots. The hat s h o u l d be a 
hunting cap or derby. Snaffles, 
pelhams, 
or full bridles 
are 
used. Martingales are optional 
in c l a s s e s 
over 
jumps or 
hacking but are prohibited 
in 
classes not required to jump. 
The jumps are no higher than 
3-feet 6-inches. The saddle used 
is the forward seat type.

CLEVELAND (AP)—The Na 
tional Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People 
has filed suit in U.S. District 
Court asking an end to what it 
charges is segregation of pu­ 
pils 
and segregated 
assign­ 
ment of teachers in the Cleve 
land public schools. 
The suit filed Friday requests 
also that the board be required 
to submit a plan for desegration 
of schools and be made to stop 
construction of three elemen 
tary schools the suit alleges 
“w o u l d promote segregation 
planned by the board.” 
The NAACP alleged in its pe 
tition that a majority of the 
Cleveland public schools are 95 
per cent or more either white 
or Negro.

Then he drove away in a car 
with the generals who led the 
rightist coup of April 19, Kou- 
prasith Abhay and Siho Lan- 
phouthakoul. 
He indicated he would return 
soon to Ban Na, the hilltop re­ 
doubt of rightist Meo guerrillas 
where he has established an 
emergency command post with 
survivors of the Red offensive. 
The government plans to seek 
military and economic aid from 
the United States, Britain and 
France to stem the Communist 
tide. Souvanna made the an­ 
nouncement Friday as U.S. jets 
continued reconnaissance flights 
over Pathet Lao territory. 
One plane — a Navy RF8 Cru­ 
sader jet — was hit by Pathet 
Lao ground fire but made it 
back to an American carrier in 
the South China Sea. U.S. sourc­ 
es in Washingotn said the plane 
had been slightly damaged and 
the pilot was uninjured. 
U.S. officials indicated that 
the flights would continue, gath­ 
ering information on Pathet Lao 
military movements as well as 
serving as a warning to t h e 
Communists of American deter­ 
mination in Southeast Asia. 
In Washington there were new

United 
States is preparing to expand its 
military role in Southeast Asia 
if Communist pressures does not 
ease on Laos and South Viet 
Nam. 
U.S. officials said they had not 
yet received the Laotian request 
for help but disclosed the un­ 
armed jet reconnaissance planes 
had been sent aloft 
Thursday 
at Souvanna’s request. 
Souvanna told newsmen that 
“we are going to ask aid from 
France, the United States and 
Britain — both military and eco­ 
nomic — for the defense of the 
country’s unity. We are now in 
the process of establishing our 
needs.” 
The United States withdrew 
its military advisors from Laos 
after the 1962 Geneva agreement 
guaranteeing the independence 
and neutrality of the little land­ 
locked kingdom under a co­ 
alition government of rightists, 
neutralists and pro-Comimunists. 
The coalition has never been 
able to establish effective rule, 
and the poltical tug-of-war has 
been reflected in the repeated 
clashes between the military 
arms of each faction.
